One of the common ways in which the 
trouble arises is the mischievous practice of 
trying to do several thiDgs a t once, or to 
“ divide the atten tio n .” 
A scholar will 
insist on having several books open on bis 
table before him, and fce unconsciously 
forms the habit of spreading first nis 
m Hi tal perceptions and then his thought* 
over a wide-field, and of taking in the larg­ 
est possible num ber of objects. 
A t the 
outset this is a habit of physico-mental 
sight, then it becomes a habit of the intcl- 
leetual organism ; or it may begin ss an 
intellectual exercise, and afterw ard come to 
be, in a purely physical way, sensory. L it­ 
erary men often establish 'th e distressing 
condition described by w ork w-hich re­ 
quires continual reference to books or. pa­ 
pers, and th e “ bearing in m in d ” of a large 
num ber of data for th e purpose of colli- 
tion. 
I t is probable th a t Dr. Johnson, the 
great lexicographer, formed his habit of 
post-touching in this way. 
M en whose 
m ental 
w ork 
consists in “ m anaging” 
may contract th e same habit if "th ey 
are them selves stationary — sitting 
id 
a 
chair 
a t 
a 
particular 
desk, 
while 
books, 
papers 
or 
persons 
crowd in upon them . 
A nother and very- 
dissim ilar class of minds, which, instead 
of being w orried by a m ultiplicity of brain- 
work, have so little to occupy their a tten ­ 
tion to their consciousness form a habit of 
daliying w ith th e details of every little 
thing th at falls in its way, suffer the same 
m alady. 
So long as the habit is purely 
m ental it exerts a m ischievous effect on the 
m ied and lowers the tone of its intellectu­ 
ality ; b u t it does not generally a ttra c t a t­ 
tention until, or unless it extends to the 
sense», then the evidences of doubt d e­ 
clare themselves, and the m ental state find­ 
ing expression in acts, is rapidly confirmed. 
The evidence of one sense is no longer suf­ 
ficient to convince the consciousness. YVbat 
is felt m ust be seen, w hat is seen m ust be 
felt ; w hat has been done w ith one form of 
attention, 
acting through 
a 
particular 
sense, m ust be repeated w ith another form 
and Eense. 
The victim of this habit ia not 
sure he has turned the key properly in the 
lock unless he hears it click, or he m ust see 
it tu rn or carefully examine the door to 
convince him self th a t it is really shut. 
A fter a tim e he has to do this several, 
it m ay be a num ber of times, e. >j, 
three, seven, or nine. 
So it is w ith every­ 
thing. 
A s he w aiks along the streets he 
m ust touch the posts or railing», because 
‘he evidence of sight alone is not sufficient 
to convince him of their tsngibility. 
To 
confirm his visual impression of separate 
8toneS 'S ikJ,ie m ving of the footpath, he 
m ust tread -n 
; center oí each. 
If he 
misses one 1 X m st 8° hack, or if the pro- 
ceps has iiu .| v en properly performed it 
will have tol oe' repeated. 
Cases differ 
w idely in t h | p articubtt m anifestation of 
this peculiarity , and it may occur in any 
degree, 
ran ip g from a m ere hesitancy 
about leaving ¡things to the eccrr.trie acts I 
have enum era# d. 
The trouble is, however,

The star sweeps along through our sys­ 
tem w ith stupendous velocity. 
Now there 
can be no donbt th a t if the star were per­ 
m anently to retain this velocity it would 
in the course of tim e travel right across our 
system , and, after leaving our system , 
would retreat into th e depths of infinite 
space. 
Is there any power adequate to re­ 
call this star from the voyage to infinity ? 
W e know of none, unless it be the attrac ­ 
tion of the stars or other bodies of our 
Eidereal system . 
I t therefore becomes a 
m atter of calculation to determ ine w hether 
the attraction of all th e m aterial bodies of 
our sidereal system could be adequate, even 
w ith universal gravitation, to recall a body 
which seems bent on leaving th a t system 
w ith a velocity of 2C0 miles per second. 
I his interesting problem has been discussed 
by 
Professor 
Newcomb, 
whose 
calcu­ 
lations 
we 
shall 
here 
follow. 
In

Bourse. 
The police of St. Petersburg and 
Moscow would not dare to p ut before tbe 
Em peror’s eyes an approxim ative^ accu­ 
rate list of the names of those magnates 
and great ladies who have given more or 
less active countenance to the ever-brew ­ 
ing revolution. 
Even court cham berlains, 
when they doff their ceremonial coats, 
m arked in gold thread w ith the glorified 
key th at denotes their functions, and ceaso 
to bow and sm irk on the rare occasions of 
pomp th at now exist, are as ready as their 
neighbors to indulge in a little m ild trea­ 
son. 
Siberia is, of course, the nominal 
doom of all who, on M uscovite soil, speak 
evil of dignities. 
B ut Russian jails would 
not hold, Russian kibitkas could not carry, 
to r Cossacks escort, th e thousandth part 
of the culprits, were the law strictly and 
in R badam anthine fashion observed. 
T hat the real headquarters of the N ihil­ 
ists should be, a t least ostensibly, in Ge­ 
neva, is not so paradoxical as it a t first 
sight appears. A sm all country and a neu­ 
tral republic afford th e best base of opera­ 
tions to tbe conspirator.

A t the foot of this ele­ 
vation they inaik out a square place, accord­ 
ing to the size of the village, around which 
the leading men have their houses.” Bied- 
ma says th at the caciqueB of a certain regioD 
“ were accustomed to erect near the houses 
very high mounds (tertrex fres-elevte*), and 
there were some who placed th eir house» 
on the top of these m ounds.” The H ugut- 
nots who attem pted to settle in Florida dc- 
scribed sim ilar structures as m arking the 
sites of the houses of th e chief. 
W illiam 
Bartram , the botanist, who vÍ3¡ted the 
Creeks in the last century, found th a t they 
had 
“ chunk-yaras ” surrounded by low 
mounds of earth, at one end of which, 
sometimes on a m oderate artificial eleva­

A t a m eeting of the ¡San Francisco Trades 
Assembly a somewhat rem arkable address 
was made by C. F. Bnrgman, who bears 
the ponácroüs title of Vice-Chairm an of 
the Legislative Com mittee of Federation of 
Trades and Labor Unions of the U nited 
States and Canada. 
The main parposq 
the speaker was to advocate fe.usiation of 
trades unions and l a b » organizations, and 
he laid down several singular propositions 
in the conrse of Ids speech. F irst— H e said 
th e w orking classes are relying too much 
upon the protection of governm ents.

ond 
' By tru stin g th eir liberties to the 
adjustm ent of statu to ry law s, th e w ork­ 
ing classes have placed their tatu re des 
i-iny in th e hands of soulless m anipu­ 
lators. 
T hird — “ Governm ents have no 
right to m ake or enforce laws which will 
w ork for the benefit of a m inority to the 
“ detrim ent of a m ajority.” 
F o u rth — “ I t 
‘ is impossible for th e working people to 
redeem them selves through the present 
“ existing political m achinery. 
T heir only 
“ hope of redem ption is to a ta rt a govern- 
“ m ent w ithin a governm ent, socially, po­ 
lit i c a l ly and industrially ; this should be 
“ th e aim of all labor organizations, local, 
“ national and international. 
Organization 
“ w ithout such arms m ust fail sooner or 
“ la te r.” 
W e do not know w hether Mr. 
Bui'gman com prehends the im plications of 
his advice ; b u t as a fact, w hat he is so 
coolly recom mending here is nothing less 
than the c im plete subversion of republican 
governm ent, and th e substitution of th at 
peculiar form of despotism which the Chi­ 
nese Six Companies of San Francisco have 
been accused of m aintaining. 
H e would have th e w orkingm en com­ 
bine to form a governm ent w ithin a gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Now there can be b n t one 
object in such a programme : and th a t is 
the overthrow of the existing form of gov­ 
ernm ent. 
For it is perfectly clear th at an 
inner governm ent of th e kind described 
would be unnecessary unless it was in­ 
tended to resist the laws and usages pre­ 
viously ex sling. 
A nd th is is revolution. 
Indeed Mr. B argtnan clearly points to 
such a consum m ation when he says th at 
the workingm en have m ade a m istake in 
“ tru stin g 
th eir 
liberties 
to statutory 
“ law s.” 
W h at does thi3 mean, when 
taken in conjunction w ith his plan for an 
imperium in imperio, b u t th a t the w orking­ 
men ought to combine for resistance to the 
existing lawB, and th a t they should aim at 
the substitution of a Chinese tyranny for 
free institutions ? 
W e are afraid th a t M r. 
Burgm an is a very bad and foolish adviser. 
The theory of this governm ent is th a t it is 
of, by, and for, the people. 
The working- 
ing.m en are voters. 
They are and always 
have been able to influence and direct leg­ 
islation by the exercise of the suffrage. 
They have no right to claim any farther 
political power than is possessed by every 
citizen. 
Aud should they ever attem p t to 
set up Mr. B urgm an’s revolutionary form 
of governm ent, and undertake to control 
the country by m ethods alien to its doc­ 
trines. they would find th a t the rest of the 
nation hod eomething to say in the prem ­ 
ises.

ble aud chim erical ideas. 
M r. Burgm an, however, while his notion 
of a governm ent w ithin a governm ent is 
both dangerous and futile, and wholly op­ 
posed to Am erican governm ental doctrine, 
has the sense to perceive th a t th e working 
classes cannot benefit them selves by reck­ 
less strikes. 
On this question he is worth 
I hearing. 
He said : “ Perm it me to voice 
1 “ m y sentim ents loud and strong in u tte r 
“ condem nation of largely-organized strikes 
“ for no other purpose than a paltry in- 
“ crease in wages. 
The strikes which took 
“ place in the F ast this year, w hether sue 
“ cessful or not, were gigantic follies. 
If 
“ th e money contributed in support of 
“ these strikes, and th e losses consequent 
“ from a standstill of business resulting 
“ from th s tam e, not to speak of the hard- 
“ ships, trouble and m isery which accom- 
“ pany strikes as a general rule, were 
“ sum m ed up, it would no donbt show an 
“ am ount large enough to buy out some of 
“ the leading 
industrial establishm ents, 
“ and run them for the co-operative benefit 
“ of all the striking participants.” 
T hat 
is perfectly true, but is it equally so that 
“ nothing h u t experience will ever teach 
“ the masses to do a little thinking for 
“ themselves, and not tru st too much to 
“ th e advice of th eir avowed leaders’” 
Of experience the w orking classes have 
certainly had plenty. 
Y ear after year they 
have seen strikes fail, they have felt all the 
evils resulting from them , aud yet this 
year, 
w ith the experience of a quarter 
of a century of organization behind them, 
we find them m aking some of the most 
unreasonable and hopeless strikes on record. 
I t alm ost looks as though experience 
was u tterly rejected by them . 
We are 
inclined to think th a t w hat they w aht is 
a better kind of education. 
Instruction 
in the elem ents of political economy would 
preserve them agaiDSt the w orst of the 
evils they have hitherto suffered, and die- 
abuse their minds of the fallacy th at cap 
ital is the natural enemy of labor. 
But 
the sort of federation which Mr. Burgman 
preaches can only land them in deeper 
difficulties, and if carried out on his line 
would beyond question 
speedily 
bring 
them into conflict w ith the laws of the 
country, since it is certain th at an impe 
rium in imperio would not be perm itted 
any country possessing the 
city for self-governm ent. 


An extraordinary case is occupying the 
attention cf a San Francisco Court. 
A 
Germ an named Swenson placed his four 
children in charge of the Ladies’ Protection 
and Relief Society, they being m otherless, 
and he being poor, though he m anaged to 
m ake several paym ents on their account. 
Some tim e after he wished to take them 
away, and then he discovered th a t the 
Society had undertaken to give aw ay his 
oldest daughter to be adopted into some 
family, and th e m anagers refused to tell 
him where she was. 
H e sued ont a w rit 
of habeas corpuB, and then it was discov­ 
ered th at the girl had actually been sent 
to the Sandwich Islands, and th a t this had 
been done against her strongest entreaties, 
and w ithout consulting her father in any 
way. 
The facts as narrated appear to con­ 
stitu te a high-handed outrage. 
T he story 
of th e managers has not y et been made 
public, it is true, and it m ust be presum ed 
th at they believed them selves to be acting 
for the best interests of th e girl, seeing 
th at no other m otive for th eir action is con­ 
ceivable. 
They may assert th a t the father 
was not a proper custodian of the child, 
but even if they can prove this the fact re­ 
mains th a t they possessed no authority to 
decide a question of th e kind, or to dispose 
of a child against the consent and will 
both of herself and parent. 
W hat the 
Society’s explanation of this extraordinary 
act will be, it is of course idle to speculate 
upon, but it is perhaps w orth while to sug­ 
gest th a t if such a deed had been tele­ 
graphed from Ireland as having been done 
by eome English association, it would have 
instantly been denounced and censured as 
a fresh illustration of the tyranny and 
brutality of Eoglish rule and civilization. 
There is no danger th at the case of Selma 
Swenson will be regarded as typical of 
California civilization, bnt it could be w ith 
as much reason as in the suggested circum ­ 
stances.

A t Lima, Peru, Ju n e 20th, Charles Man- 
zini was blown to pieces by a dynam ite 
shell throw n into his window by a rejected 
lover of his sister, A ntoinetti, who felt con­ 
vinced th a t M anzini's opposition had pre­ 
vented the desired marriage. 
Chanaral, Chile, had a $70,000 fire lately. 
Jam es Cook's steam saw m ill, Valparaiso, 
was burned last m onth. 
Loss, $28,000. 
W hole suites of furniture were last m onth 
stolen from the Presidential mansion, V al­ 
paraiso, b u t were recovered by the police. 
No arrests as yet.

Certain gentlemen known to be on intim ate 
terms with the ex-Senate r also made earnest 
appeals to Cornell to sign the bills. 
The 
G ivernor was informed by go-betweens th at 
a block of new slock was to be issued, and 
that if the Governor would comply with 
Gould's and Conkling’s wishes they would 
not only reinstate him in Conkling’s affec­ 
tions but would secure him the friendly 
offices of such newspapers as are ov/ned or 
controlled by Gonld. 
Iu the case of the Pacific Mai! tax bill, the 
Journal declares, in addition to what it said 
last week, that, two of Gould's and Coukling’s 
gc-bbtweens followed theGovernot to Sara oga 
on the 1st of August, aud there plied him 
with importunities to bLq the bill. 
This 
they did squarely iu C.inkling’s name and be­ 
half. 
In mnktng these charges and exposures, the 
Journal is suspected, with good reason, of 
wantiug to injure C -riiell as well as Conk­ 
ling. 
Cornell has uodi-.ubtedly authoriz :d 
the statements, but they are injuring his 
prospects of renomination rather than help­ 
ing it.

Chicago, August 221.—A M ount Pulaski, 
111., special says .- McMahon, the farmer who 
with bis hired men fell victims to assassins 
near here, is the owner of a splendid farm, 
where he dwelt ia a quiet retired way, and 
had accumulated a large fortune. 
He was a 
bachelor and did his own housekeeping, John 
Oarlock, aged 18, and Bob M atbeny, aged 18, 
beiog the only other men about the place. 
Both were quiet, industrious and, like Mc­ 
Mahon, much esteemed. 
They were last 
seen on Thursday week, stacking wheat. The 
neighbors, observing their absence, searched 
for them Saturday and Sunday, and finally 
found all three bodies, cffensively odorous, in 
the rank weeds about the house. 
McMahon's 
throat was cut from ear to ear. 
The head 
was almost severed from the body, the ga-h 
extending clear down to the spinal column. 
There was no shape to the battered head, 
about which a cloth had been tied. 
The 
bodies of Oarlock and M atheny were covered 
with clotted gore, and their throats cut as 
their master’s had been. 
Their limbs were 
bound securely with twine taken from the 
reaping machine, 
and they were gagged 
and blindfolded with cloths. 
Everything 
pui-jt-d to the most fiendish determination 
and deliberate purpose. 
The house was ran­ 
sacked, $2,000 in money taken, and the house­ 
hold goods broken. 
The Coroner’s jury de­ 
cided th at the murder was committed by 
unknown persons, but the whole country is 
ablaze, and on the alert.

THE 
WORRIES OP FROBUMCiATIOK. 


Among the m any sources of sorrow, in­ 
convenience and distraction by which onr 
celebrated lexicographer was surrounded 
in tho m anufacture of his best-known work, 
corroding doubts about orthoepy should 
be distinctly m arked. 
I t is recorded of 
him in Boewell’s chronicle th at he con­ 
sulted tw o of tho leading anthorities of his 
tim e abont th e pronunciation of the com- 
m en word 
“ g reat.” 
Tbe one waa Sir 
W illiam Yonge, the other Lord C hester­ 
field. 
The beat speaker in th e House of 
Lords told him it should be so spoken as to 
rhym e w ith “ sta te ,” its ordinary sound ut 
the present d ay; bu t a pronunciation rhym ­ 
ing w ith 
“ s e a t” was preferred by the 
best epeaker in the House of Commons, 
who, m oreover, added th at none but an 
Irishm an would pronounce it in any other 
m anner. 
By this divergence of opinion, 
at once learned and aristrocatic, the good 
doctor was doubtlessly ao deeply diagusted 
th at he gave up the attem pt to settle the 
sounds of the English language in despair. 
A t ail events, there is in his dictionary 
nothing more than a m eager array of ac­ 
cents contributing to th a t great end. 
líru d ite classical scholars are certainly no 
sure guides in the tortuous path of or-« 
Vnoepy, nor can we set entire reliance upon 
th e sign-post of the stage. 
M r. Percival, 
it is notorious, insisted on pronouncing the 
name cf our m etropolis as though it were 
pronounced “ L unnun,” while Lord H ol­ 
land pronounced Bordeaux, and supported 
himself by argum ent, as though it were 
spelt “ B urdux.”

the alphabet too frequently ignored, pro­ 
duced, when speaking of a “ beard,” the 
im pressicn upon his hearers th a t he re­ 
ferred to a general term for the feathered 
kind. 
Such is the unsatisfactory nature of 
authority in m atters of speech, even when 
it is concerned w ith sim plest and most 
common w ords.—[London paper.

Princess of H anau, who has ju st died at 
Prague, in Bohemia, waa a rem arkable 
woman, who made a considerable political 
stir in her earlier life.

The future Elector, then the Crown Prince 
of Hesse, was fascinated by her, and is 
said to have bought her from her husband 
for th e sum of 40,000 thalers. 
A fter a 
legal divorce had been effected she m ar­ 
ried th e Prince. 
Evil tongues said a t the 
tim e th at the Prince was not moved solely 
by love to Frau Lehman, but by a desire to 
spite the reigning Elector and vex the 
Cuuateaa UaouJjenbach, to whom he was 
betrothed. 
T ka w ine-dealer’a daughter 
ruled her princely husband to bis hurt. 
Sne attained th* aecond object of her am bi­ 
tion as well as th e first, and became enor­ 
mously rich. 
She is said to have left prop­ 
erty am ounting to nearly 14,000,000 marks, 
wnicb, however, has to be divided among 
half a dozen children. 
H er late husband, 
after all his subjects had deposed him, mag­ 
nificently absolved them from their oath of 
allegiance, and the old Germ an Sovereign 
S tate of Electoral Hesae waa incorporated 
w ith the Prussian M onarchy. The Elector, 
by his pacific acceptance of tbe situation, 
secured th e immense property, w hH tr he 
carried into Bohemia from his fateful pal­ 
ace a t W ilhelm shohe, where, four years 
later, ia the same m onth of Septem ber, 
Napoleon IIL waa lodged as the prisoner 
o; t-.r Prussian K fc g —[Lm dofl Echo.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


CORONER’S INQUEST ON THE MURDERED 
CHINAMAN. 
Coroner A. J. Vermilya !»»t evening held 
an inquest on the body of the Chinaman who 
wae murdered in Chinatown Monday even­ 
ing. The examination was conducted by Dis­ 
trict Attorney H. L. Buckley and City At­ 
torney W. A. Anderson. 
Deputy Sheriff George K. Rider was 
sworn, and testified that he saw the deceased 
for the first time on the night of the homi 
cide. About 9 o’clock he was on I street, 
between Second and Third, when he heard a 
pistol shot in the direction of Third street, 
and heard some one crying “ Police !” He 
ran np the street to a China restaurant, and 
found in the doorway, with his body half way 
ont, lying on hi; face, the deceased. He bad 
a gun-shot wound in the right side of his 
abdomen, and his nnder clothing was on fire. 
He was dead at that time. A Chinaman 
by tbe name 
of 
Ah Tong picked 
np the pistol, which was lying be­ 
tween two tables on the opposite side from 
where it was said the deceased man had been 
sitting. The pistol in the possession of the 
Coroner is the same one found at that time. 
Officers Green and Ash also soon arrived. 
Lonis Hanche arrived in advance of the 
policemen. There was quite a number around 
the tables ; dishes were eet for two people, 
and it looked as tbcngh they at the time of 
the shooting had been eating. Witness here 
illustrated the sitution of the parties by 
meanB of a table. In order to shoot a person 
where deceased was shot it would have to be 
done by a left-handed man, unless deceased 
was sitting sideways t ¡wards the party who 
did the shooting. 
Louis Hanche, Anthony Green and Patrick 
Nash testified, corroborating the testimony 
given by Mr. Rider. 
Quong Hing sworn—I knew the deceised, 
Yee Ah Doon. He is my consin and belongs 
to the satr.e company I do. He was born in 
China, and was about 27 years old. 1 knew 
of no trouble existing between the deceased 
and Ah Sing, who is accused of his murder. 
The deceased, on the evening of the murder, 
asked me for a dollar. I don’t know how 
much money he had. I think the pistol 
shown me here is the pist ol of the deceased. 
I saw him put tbe pistol in his pants. The 
pistol was lying on the bed before he went 
down town. 
Dr. Baldwin certified that he had made a 
post mortem examination of the body, and 
that the cause of his death was from a gun­ 
shot wound, received in the right breast, four 
inches below the nipple, and three and three- 
quarters from the median line of the body. 
The conrRe of the bill was obliquely up­ 
wards, and to the left, passicg through the 
cartilage of the sixth rib, ioner hordi r of the 
right lung, through the sac of the heart and 
aorta at its junction with the heart, through 
the upper lobe of the left luug, and had 
lodged in the soft tissues above the first and 
second ribs, about two inches to the right of 
tbe left shoulder. 
After hearing the above testimony the jury 
rendered the following verdict : "A t an in­ 
quest held on the 221 day of Angust, 1882, 
at the offire of the County Coroner, in the 
city and county of ¡Sacramento, to inquire 
into the cause of the death of a certain 
Chinaman, we, the jury, do find that the de­ 
ceased was a native of China, aged about 27 
years, named Yee Ah Doon, and that hie 
death resulted from a gunshot wound in­ 
flicted by one unknown to us.” 


P olice C o urt.—The following extensive 
fi'endar was disposed ef in Judge Henry’s 
ourt yesterday : Charles Fagan and Samuel 
Haggles, charged with attempting to rob by 
a hogging dice game the old negro centenar­ 
ian, “ Uncle Moee,” had their cases con­ 
tinued until this morning. Both of those 
individuals are hard looking cases, and their 
looks do not belie them, for they both have 
served long terms in San Quentin. The offi­ 
cers think they have a good case against 
them and feel sure of s< curing a conviction. 
Thomas Barnes, charged with disturbing the 
peace, was tried, found gniity, and sentenced 
to pay a fine of $20 or serve the county 
twenty days in the chain gang, Jake Ham­ 
mond and Ed. Winters, two drunks, who had 
had a row on the public street, stood up in 
the dock, charged with disturbing the peace. 
They were a sorry looking pair—torn cloth­ 
ing, black eyes, and bore the appearance of 
having partially slept off a long, protracted 
drunk. They were found guilty as charged, 
and sentenced to enrich the city treasury to 
the tone of $10 each or serve the county in 
the street cleaning gang for ten days. Tbe 
case of Dennis Xearney, charged with mis- 
demeaar-, was continued until to-day. Alex. 
Steinmer and David Smitt, charged with 
battery, were discharged for want of 
prosecution. 
“ Handy Andy,” charged 
with being a chronic drunkard, plead- 
ei guilty to the complaint and was 
fined $5 or five days in the city jail. Mrs. 
Too mas R. Davis, was arrested Monday 
evening for an attempt to murder a man in 
her lodging-house on J street. The man who 
was shot at, J. M. Hotz, was a very unwill­ 
ing witness, and evidently did not desire the 
defendant’s prosecution. Mrs. Davis did not 
take the stand, and tbe Judge, in summing 
up the testimony, said there was not suf­ 
ficient evidence to warrant ho'd.cg the de­ 
fendant as charged, and she was discharged. 
Richard Huntsman, charged with an assault 
with a deadly weapon, had his case con­ 
tinued for one week. The case of E. Fair­ 
child, charged with having violated the build­ 
ing ordinance, by consent was continued to 
August 29th. John Sullivan, alias John 
Connolly, a healthy beggar, charged with 
vagrancy, was convicted and sent to swell 
the members of the county chain-gang, where 
be will labor for the period of thirty days. 
How H e W orked I t.—A gentleman who 
came down from Shasta yesterday relates the 
following in regard to an attorney of that 
p’ace. It illustrates the amount of cheek 
mombers of tbe bar can assume, and survive. 
Some days since Indian Pike was put on trial 
for murder. The unfortunate Indian was 
without monev, and of course could secure 
no counsel. Tbe Court appointed a promis 
ing young lawyer, a member of tbe Shas'a 
bar, to take charge of tbe defense. The dis­ 
ciple of Blackstone immediately set to work 
to save bis client's neck, but the prosecution 
was too formidable. Indian Pike was cm- 
victed, and sentenced to the State Prism foi 
life. As soon as the trial ended, the yonng 
lawyer who conducted tne defense thought 
that it was about time to get something ont 
of the case, and he immediately repaired to 
(he Sheriff's office and bad that official swear 
him in as a Deputy Sheriff, and yesterday 
morning he passed through this city as a 
special Deputy Sheriff, en route to San Quen­ 
tin with his condemned client. 
Ille g a l F ishin g.—The State Fish Com­ 
missioners find a great deal of trouble to stop 
the catching cf salmon iu the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin rivers. On the Sacramento 
river there are no less than ten salmon can­ 
neries, which employ from twelve to fifteen 
hundred men. To supply the demand, fish 
are taken ont of the river illegally during the 
close season. This season closes with this 
month. In order to prevent fiihermen from 
thns illegally plying their vocation, the Com­ 
missioners have placed a number of small 
boats upon the Sacramento, with officers, 
who will patrol its waters and. arrest any one 
who violates the law in regard to the close 
season.

Sacram ento, Angust 21, 1882. 
Eds. R ecord U nion : I saw a letter in 
the San Francisco Ejcaminer of last Snnday, 
headed “ A Sacramento Voice,” over the sig­ 
nature of “ M. C.,” in which the following 
statement is made: “ That great and good 
paper, the R ecord-U nion, says the railroad 
was forced into politics. The truth of the 
matter is, the railroad went into politics from 
the start, and one of its first schemes was to 
tear np the rails of its rival, the Sacramento 
Valley Railroad, and tried to atop their 
trains from entering the city.” I would re­ 
spectfully state, for the truth of history, that 
the above is not correct. The Board of 
Trustees of the city of Sacramento, as I un­ 
derstand it, had ordered the grade of Front 
street raised. The Sacramento Valley Rail­ 
road had been requested to raise or remove 
their track. Turton and Konx were the con­ 
tractors. The Sacramento Valley Railroad 
got out an injunction to stop them from ful­ 
filling their contract. Tbe injunction was 
served by the then Sheriff of Sacramento 
cmnty, James McClatchy. The Board of 
Trnatees of the city met and ordered the track 
removed from Front atreet by the Chief of 
Police of Sacramen'o. I, aa Chief ef Police 
a: the time, removed the track opon that or­ 
der, and the track was not removed by the 
Csntral Pacific Railroad Company. Also, 
for the truth of history, the Central Pacific 
RiiLroad did not try to stop the Sacramento 
Valley Rxilroad trains from entering the city, 
but to my own knowledge tbe Sacramento 
Valley Railroad tried to drive the travel from 
Sacramento city and build up a rival to Sac­ 
ramento at Freeport, some ten miles below 
this city, on the Sacramento river. They 
would force the passengers going to San Fran­ 
cisco and way Btations to change cars at Free­ 
port Junction for Freeport, and take the San 
Francisco and Sacramento boat there, as 
she came down the river, by telling them that 
the boat at Sacramento wonld leave before 
the Sacramento Valley Railroad arrived, and 
that the passengers would have to lay over in 
Sacramento city until the next day. The 
Steam Navigation Company’s boats left Sac­ 
ramento about 2 P. M. I have also seen the 
captains of these boats standing on the upper 
deck, with the line men at their lines, wait­ 
ing to bear the whistle of the Sacramento 
Valley engine or see the head of the train 
coming around R and Front street*, when 
they wonld order the lines cast off, while by 
waiting two or three minutes they would 
have enabled the passenger to make the con­ 
nection with the boat, clearly showing that 
the Steam Navigation Company was in with 
the Sacramento Valley Railroad to drive the 
travel by way of Freeport, thereby putting 
the passengers to great trouble and incon­ 
venience of stopping over in Sacramento nntil 
the next day, or being forced to go by Free­ 
port.
